arrival the president will be greeted 
by the mayor and other city officials 
and by representatives of the city's 
commercial bodies. The formal part 
of the program will be crowded into 
this afternoon and evening in defer- 
ence to the president's well-known de- 
sires for a quiet Sabbath

landing place to the hotel the presiden- 
tial party will be escorted by state mil- 
itia and other organizations

lic reception and banquet are fea- 
tures of the evening program 
No ar- 


rangements have been made for to- 
morrow beyond the general expecta- 
tion that the^ president will take a drive 
about the city 
An effort will also be 


made to have him attend church ser- 
vices to be held under the auspices of 
the veterans' organizatidns in honor of 
the memory of departed comiades 


The arrival in Seattle 
marks the 


completion of the first half of the pres- 
ident's long and memorable trip. From 
this city the return 
trip will com- 


mence Monday morning, and though 
many stops are to be made, they will 
be very brief and little time will be 
lost in getting back 
to Washington 


The journey is to be made by way of 
Nevada, Oregon and Washington, with 
a loop through Montana and down back 
to Idaho and Utah

N the local columns of yesterday morning's Journal 


was a report of the procedings of the City Council, 


3n 'which it was stated that that body was considering 
-the advisability of licensing the brothels of Reno for the 
purpose of raising money wherewith to carry on the city 
government. The Journal reporter correctly stated that 
"the position of this paper would be given by its editor at 
an early date, although we trust that but few if any of 
3ts readers entertained any doubt as to what its position 
•would be. 


The Journal regrets that such a proposition should be 


seriously considered by our City fathers and has no hes- 
itation in setting the seal of its condemnation upon the 
entire proposal—which position it will 'maintain so long 
as it remains under the present editorial control. Within 
our knowledge, there is no city in this republic which 
recognizes prostitution as a legitimate avocation or ren- 
ders it lawful by local ordinance enactment. It there is, 
in our undenominational belief, it merits the fate of the 
two cities whose destruction is described in one of the 
fcooks of the old Testament. 
The enactment of such an 


ordinance would render our city government dependent, 
for a time, upon the bounty of prostitutes, or at least upon 
•the earnings of prostitution. It would to all intents and 
purposes, place our municipality upon a level with these 
jnoral monstrosities, and libels upon humanity, who ex- 
ist upon the bounty of the unfortunate creatures, who 
shaie with them the wages of their shame. That houses 
of prostitution will continue to exist, whether licensed or 
•not, must be admitted, but that they should be encouraged 
and legnlly recognized by municipal order we most em- 
phatically and persistently deny 
Because those places 


cannot be altogether suppressed is no reason why they 
should icceive official sanction, or prostitution be i-eeog-niz- 
ed as one of Reno's leading industries upon which the city 
.government is mainly dependent for its exploiture. 


The Journal has advised the issuance of bonds as the 


•only alternative, in the city's present financial strait. 
It 


Is the only legitimate alternative and no time should he 
lost in carrying- it into effect. We do not believe that nine- 
tenths or even one-tenth oE the respectable element would 
fail to vote upon the question, and that the red light hab- 
itues and the vicious element generally would control the 
•election. 
A good deal more than nine-tenths of the re- 


spectable classes were in favor of incorporation, and are 
still desirous that tho city government should go on. In 
-our belief, with such a majority, there is not the slightest 
•danger of defeat at the bond election. If we are mistaken 
•and the people are so neglectful of their own interests 
"as to fail to go to the polls, let them suffer the consectuen- 
•cea. Let the Mayor and members of the City Council re- 
:-slgn- Let the City government go by default and let us 
;get along under the old system for another two years, or 
until we can elect a delegation to the legislature that_will 
furnish an Act of Incorporation, which can be financially 
exploited, without the adoption of a method that will cause 
every respectable man and woman' of Reno to blush at the 
mention of the source of supplies for the existence of our 
municipal government. 


TARIFF INEQUALITIES 


P 


ROBABLY very few persons will seriously complain 


because Mr. Morgan's art collection is brought into 


the country free of duty as "household effects," it being his 
announced purpose to make them the nucleus of an im- 
mense art -museum. At the same time it will serve to di- 
rect attention to the inequalities of the tariff. 


The fact has long been recognized that articles of prime 


necessity are subject to heavier duties that are luxuries; 
which are consumed or used chiefly by the wealthy classes. 
This has been defended upon the alleged ground that the 
production of the common necesaries of life gives employ- 
ment to large numbers of American workmen and work- 
ingwomen. So it does, and in like manner the production 
of luxuries, when they the produced at all in this country, 
gives employment ,to many people. But this is only one 
side of the question. 


The taxing of necessaries bears with much greater sev- 


erity' upon the middle and poorer classes than it does upon 
the rich. The poor man consumes as much of an absolute 
necessary of life as the rich man does, (perhaps more,) 
and the poor man is less' able to bear the burden. More- 
over, poor men are very much more numerous than rich 
ones. 
A few thousand men own the major part of the 


country's wealth while they pay but a small fraction of the 
duties laid 'upon the necessaries of life. 
T"he burden im-
